June  Commencement   Is  To  Be  Featured   by 
A  Return  of  Alumni  Luncheon  to  Program 


STREAMLINED  and  abbreviated 
for  the  benefit  of  alumni  who 
have  only  a  limited  amount  of  time 
for  a  campus  visitation  early  in  June, 
will  he  the  1940  Commencement  pro- 
gram, to  he  held  the  first  three  days 
of  the  month  of  roses. 

Events  of  principal  interest  to 
alumni — Class  Reunions  and  the  re- 
instated Alumni  Luncheon — will  be 
held  on  Sunday,  June  2.  Teachers 
whose  schools  are  still  in  session  and 
others  whose  employment 
will  not  permit  of  too  pro- 
tracted a  vacation,  who  are 
not  at  too  great  a  distance 
from  Athens,  will  thus  be 
able  to  drive  in  for  the 
baccalaureate  service,  the 
luncheon,  and  any  mid-af- 
ternoon affairs  in  which 
they  may  be  interested, 
and  return  to  their  homes 
the  same  day. 

Others,  more  fortunately 
the  masters  of  their  time  at 
this  particular  season,  will 
come  Saturday  afternoon 
and  remain  until  after  the  L 

graduation  exercises  Mon- 
day morning.  Displacing  the  Satur- 
day evening  supper  "under  the  Elms,  ' 
which  has  been  a  feature  of  com- 
mencement programs  for  the  past 
eight  years,  will  be  a  Sunday  noon 
luncheon,  or  dinner,  to  he  held  in 
the  beautiful  and  spacious  new  Lind- 
ley  Hall  lounge  and  dining  hall. 

A  luncheon  attendance  of  300  is 
the  goal  of  alumni  officers,  and  it  is 
confidently  expected  that  their  hopes 
will  be  realized.  Faculty  members 
and  wives,  and  seniors  and  their  par- 
ents, will  be  invited  to  join  with 
alumni  in  the  enjoyment  of  this  de- 
lightful event  which  returns  to  the 
June  program  after  a  temporary  dis- 
continuance a  few  years  back. 

A  post-luncheon  program,  to  be 
presided  over  by  Harlan  J.  Dickerson, 
"11,  Cleveland,  national  president, 
will  afford  an  opportunity  for  Ohio- 
ans  to  hear  Dr.  Wanda  Kirkbridc 
Farr,  '15,  Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  in  a  brief 
and  appropriate  address.  Personable 
and  charming,  Mrs.  Farr  is  one  of 
the  nation's  foremost  botanists,  and  is 
the  discoverer  of  the  process  by  which 
plants  manufacture  cellulose,  one  of 
the  hitherto  great  mysteries  of  science. 


Cellulose  IS  a  basic  material  in  a  bil- 
lion-dollar manufacturing  industry 
whose  products  range  from  artificial 
silk  to  deadly  explosives.  Mrs.  Farr 
has  accepted  the  invitation  to  be  the 
principal  speaker  at  the  luncheon, 
and  in  coming  to  the  campus  will 
acknowledge  her  recent  election  to 
alumni  membership  in  Phi  Beta  Kap- 
pa, as  well  as  join  the  members  of  her 
class  in  their  i'Jth  anniversary  re- 
union.

she  Will  be  free  to  come,  Ruby  Mer- 
cer, '27,  radio  and  opera  singer,  hopes 
that  she  may  be  able  to  return  to 
Athens,  her  home  town,  and  to  her 
alma  mater  to  sing  on  the  alumni  lun- 
cheon program.  Present  contract 
agreements  will  be  adjusted  if  at  all 
possible  to  permit  her  to  sing.

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Editorial  Comment     .     .     . 

OHIO  UNIVERSITY  alumni  generally,  we  are  sure, 
will  appreciate  the  consideration  given  by  the  local 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  chapter  at  its  recent  spring  convocation 
to  the  qualifications  of  nine  Green  and  White  graduates. 
While,  in  the  editor's  opinion,  the  number  chosen  tor 
alumni  membership  (a  classification  differing  in  many  re- 
spects from  undergraduate  membership)  by  no  means 
e.xhausts  all  of  the  possibilities  in  alumni  ranks,  the  ex- 
panded recognition  is  a  gratifying  departure  from  the 
more  conservative  election  policy  of  the  past. 

Although  many  of  us  will  think  of  others  whom  we 
believe  to  be  worthy  of  the  high  honor  of  membership  in 
this  venerable  society,  we  can  all  agree  that  the  nine  per- 
sons chosen  are  indeed  "worthy  and  well  qualified."  The 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  key  will  not  lose  distinction  or  prestige 
because  they  wear  it.  As  for  the  others,  time  may  bring 
the  recognition  they  merit. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  national  policy  for- 
bids the  consideration  of  anyone  for  alumni  membership 
until  at  least  fifteen  years  after  graduation.  Then, 
achievements  in  the  arts  and  sciences  and  the  humanities, 
as  well  as  a  creditable  campus  scholarship  record,  form 
the  basis  for  consideration. 


THE  ALUMNI  SECRETARY  heartily  recommends  to 
all  of  the  local  alumni  groups,  and  to  individual 
alumni  for  that  matter,  a  following  of  the  example  of  the 
Cleveland  Bobcat  Club  and  the  Ross  County  chapter  in 
establishing  awards  for  the  recognition  of  undergraduate 
scholarship  and  citizenship. 

The  Bobcat  Club,  a  men's  organization  which  expects 
to  hmit  its  honors  to  Freshman  men  hailing  from  Cuya- 
hoga County,  will  on  April  29  pay  tribute  to  the  brilliant 


scholarship  of  Bernard  Horn,  a  handsome  son  of  Russian- 
born  parents  and  an  honor  graduate  of  Cleveland's  John 
Adams  High  School. 

As  reported  elsewhere,  the  Ross  County  chapter, 
selecting  from  their  county's  entire  group  of  forty-three 
students,  irrespective  of  class  or  sex,  chose  a  Bainhndgc 
senior  to  be  the  recipient  of  its  award  on  March  29. 

The  presentation  ceremony  at  Chillicothe  was  a  truly 
impressive  one.  First  of  all,  the  honor  student  was  deeply 
appreciative  of  the  recognition  given  his  four  years  of 
conscientious  classroom  effort.  Second,  the  young  man's 
public  school  superintendent  and  members  of  his  home 
community  were  happy  to  have  "one  of  their  own  boys" 
chosen  for  the  award.  Then,  the  alumni  felt  that  they 
had  done  a  very  worth  while  thing,  as  indeed  they  had. 
And  the  lad's  parents — well,  you  know  how  parents  are. 
To  say  that  it  was  a  proud  and  happy  moment  in  their 
lives  is  a  vast  understatement.  It  is  difficuh  to  think  of  a 
chapter  project  that  would  result  in  as  much  satisfaction 
to  as  many  persons  as  this  one. 

To  aid  alumni  groups  who  may  desire  to  engage  in 
similar  activities,  President  James  has  appointed  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  chairman  of  the  University  Schol- 
arship Committee,  the  registrar,  the  dean  of  women,  the 
dean  of  men,  and  the  alumni  secretary.  This  committee 
is  to  exercise  final  judgment  in  the  choice  of  undergrad- 
uates to  be  honored.  Although  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee are  reasonably  busy  individuals,  they  will  always 
be  glad  to  take  time  to  further  a  project  that  has  so  many 
and  so  varied  possibilities  for  good. 


ECONOMIC  HISTORY  is  littered  with  measures 
which  were  economically  sound  but  which  were 
killed  by  the  vote  of  those  who  did  not  understand  them; 
political  history  is  marked  by  catastrophes  which  wisdom 
and  foresight  could  have  prevented.  Social  institutions 
still  stand  as  monuments  to  the  economic  illiteracy  of  the 
individuals  who  voted  them  into  existence. 

"In  the  light  of  such  facts  one  is  inclined  to  agree  with 
Dr.  Alexander  Meiklejohn  that  'the  deepest  question  in 
American  life  today  is  not  economic  or  political;  it  is  edu- 
cational. It  is  the  question  of  the  thinking  power  of  a 
democracy." 

"Is  It  unreasonable  to  expect  of  college  and  university 
graduates  familiarity  with  basic  economic,  social  and 
political  problems;  objectivity  of  judgment,  flexibilty  of 
thought,  and  ability  to  grapple  with  new  ideas? 

"Colleges  expect  such  qualities  from  their  graduates 
and  many  are  encouraging  their  alumni  by  study  and 
discussion  to  keep  alive  their  undergraduate  interest  in 
economics,  sociology  and  history,  and  to  extend  this  in- 
terest to  the  betterment  of  conditions  in  their  own  com- 
munities."— Elizabeth  Thompson,  Mills  College.

Louis  Foley  (see  front  cover),  pro- 
fessor of  English  at  Western  State 
Teachers  College,  Kalamazoo,  Mich., 
graduated  from  Ohio  University  in 
the  "Centennial"  Class  of  19H,  and 
in  1916  received  an  M.  A.  degree 
from  Ohio  State  University.  In  more 
recent  years  he  has  received  diplomas 
from  the  University  of  Dijon,  Uni- 
versity of  Poitiers,  University  of 
Paris,  and  a  certificate  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Besancon,  all  in  France. 
In  addition,  he  has  done  summer  grad- 
uate work  at  the  Ecole  Francaise  and 
the  Scuola  Italiana  at  Middlebury 
College. 

For  four  years  Mr.  Foley  was  an 
instructor  in  English  at  Ohio  State 
University,  191  "i- 19.  There  then  fol- 
lowed three  interesting  years  in  Asia 
Minor,  in  administrative  work  for 
the  Near  East  Relief.  He  became 
associated  with  Western  State 
Teachers  College  in  1923.  In  1934 
and  1935,  he  was  head  of  French  and 
dramatics  at  Ecole  Champlain,  a 
French-language  summer  camp  for 
girls  at  Ferrisburg,  Vt.,  of  which  Mrs. 
Foley  is  associate  director. 

Professor  Foley,  a  well  known  ety- 
mologist, is  the  author  of  two  books, 
"Beneath  the  Crust  of  Words,"  and 
"The  Greatest  Saint  of  France,"  and 
is  a  frequent  contributor  to  numer- 
ous periodicals  printed  in  both  Eng- 
lish and  French. 

He  is  a  member  of  Sigma  Pi,  social 
fraternity,  and  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
(Ohio  University  chapter),  national 
honor  society.  He  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Modern  Language  Association, 
American  Association  of  Teachers  of 
French,  Association  Amicale  de  la 
Sorbonne,  and  Alliance  Francaise. 

In  1916,  Professor  Foley  married 
Miss  Elisabeth  Vandivort,  of  Zanes- 
ville.  They  now  have  two  daughters, 
Margaret,  18,  and  Elisabeth,  15.  The 
girls,  as  a  result  of  their  studies 
abroad  and  their  six  summers  at  the 
Ecole  Champlain  in  Vermont,  are, 
like  their  parents,  bi-lingual,  French 
being  spoken  in  the  home  more  fre- 
quently than  English.

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Pity  the  Poor  Sports  Scribe  With  Nothing 
To  Write  About  But  the  Beastly  Weather

AI'RIL  SHOWERS  may  hrmii  M.iy  flowers  according 
to  the  poets,  but  those  same  downpours  are  bringnig 
headaches  and  numerous  complaints  from  the  Bobcat 
coaches  of  spring  sports. 

To  date,  the  only  athletic  events  the  Bobcats  have 
participated  in  have  been  the  Southern  inp  games  played 
by  Don  Peden's  diamond  men. 

For  the  first  time  in  years  Bill  Herbert  was  forced  to 
postpone  the  opening  track  meet  with  Ohio  Wesleyan. 
The  Bishops  were  scheduled  to  meet  the  Bobcat  thinclads 
on  April  13,  but  on  that  particular  day,  the  Bobcat  track 
was  heavily  blanketed  with  snow,  hence  the  unusual 
postponement.  Even  at  this  point,  in 
mid- April,  the  weatherman  gives  lit 
tic  hope  for  an  inauguration  of  the 
spring  program  before  next  week. 
The  practice  sessions  of  the  track, 
baseball,  and  tennis  squads  have  been 
few  and  far  between,  and  the  early 
contests  have  been  cancelled  or  post- 
poned. Because  of  these  limited  ac- 
tivities, we  have  little  to  say  about 
the  prospects  for  successful  seasons. 

We  can,  however,  give  you  some 
of  our  impressions  gamed  from 
watching  the  baseball  team  in  action 
on  the  aforementioned  Southern  trip. 

The  Bobcats  got  off  to  a  slow 
start  by  losing  a  game  to  Lenoir- 
Rhyne,  and  two  contests  to  South 
Carolina,  but  came  back  in  great  style 
to  win  three  straight  from  Newberry, 
Erskine,  and  Furman.  A  game  with 
Maryville  College,  at  Maryville,  Ten 
nessee,  was  called  at  the  end  of  the 
tenth  inning  with  the  two  teams  in  a 
9-9  deadlock.  The  last  game  of  the 
trip,  with  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  was  called  off  be- 
cause of  wet  grounds. 

Especially  encouraging  was  the  showing  of  two  soph- 
omore pitchers,  Clifford  Craig  and  Johnny  Mlakar.  Both 
Craig  and  Mlakar  pitched  winning  ball  on  the  trip  and 
saw  a  lot  of  service  on  the  mound.  Both  men  are  right- 
handers and  seem  to  have  plenty  of  stuff  on  the  ball,  plus 
good  control.  Jack  Haynes,  veteran  righthander,  who 
hails  from  Broklyn,  had  difficulty  in  finding  the  plate  on 
his  initial  appearance  at  Newbury,  but  finally  regained 
control  of  his  fast  ball  in  the  Maryville  game  and  pitched 
the  last  seven  innings,  allowing  but  three  hits. 

In  fact,  the  other  two  veterans  of  the  pitching  staff, 
righthander  Freddie  Greiner,  and  southpaw  Johnny 
Maiden,  were  troubled  throughout  the  trip  by  control. 
Both  men,  however,  showed  flashes  of  their  old  form  and 
are  expected  to  become  members  of  the  starting  corps  of 
Bobcat  hurlers. 

The  most  improved  player  on  the  trip  was  big  Ray 
Farroni,  junior  catcher.  Farroni  never  was  a  power  at  the 
plate  in  his  sophomore  year,  and  his  throwing  arm  was 


r.ithcr  erratic,  but  this  season  he  came  along  fast  under 
the  tutelage  of  Coach  Peden  and  has  become  the  biggest 
gun  in  the  batting  order,  as  well  as  a  competent  receiver 
behind  the  plate. 

At  first  base,  Neville  McNerney,  another  sophomore, 
has  shown  some  brilliant  play  at  the  initial  sack,  and, 
although  he  started  out  rather  inauspiciously  at  the  bat, 
he  has  shown  signs  of  becoming  a  good  hitter. 

Both  Eddie  McHugh,  sophomore  second  baseman,  and 
Eddie  Wierby,  veteran  short  stop,  performed  capably  in 
the  field  on  the  trip,  but  both  these  key  positions  need 
more  hitting  strength.  At  third  base,  Charlie  Coei;, 
veteran  outfielder,  moved  in  to  take 
the  job  from  Ernie  Kish  who  was 
moved  to  the  right  field  post.  Charlie 
has  been  a  little  shaky  at  his  new  post 
but  has  all  the  qualifications  of  a 
good  third  sacker  and  should  patrol 
that  sector  of  the  inner  defense  satis- 
factorily. 

In  the  outer  garden,  three  veter- 
ans have  apparently  clinched  their 
berths  by  all-round  play.  Frankie 
Baumholts,  in  left,  and  Freddie  No- 
vak, in  center,  lend  both  hitting  and 
fielding  strength  to  the  lineup,  while 
Ernie  Kish,  in  right  field,  has  enough 
dynamite  in  his  bat  to  make  up  for 
any  minor  errors  he  might  make 
afield.

Thor's  vigor  and  philosophy  have 

undoubtedly  been  a  factor  in  the  success  of  Ohio's  teams, 

and   his  wrestling  squads  have  been  among  the  best   in

Thor  at  one  time  was  the  amateur  middleweight 
wrestling  champii:n  of  the  world,  and  as  an  emblem  of 
that  honor  holds  the  Lord  Lansdale  belt  which  he  is 
wearing  in  the  picture.  With  Thor  is  his  son,  Hjalmar, 
who,  for  two  seasons  has  been  ,i  mainstay  of  the  Bobcat 
wrestling  squad. 

Coach  Olson,  Swedish-born,  but  now  an  American 
citiiCn,  crowds  a  lot  of  interesting  experiences  into  hs 
lecture,  "It's  a  privilege  to  be  in  America."  He  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Ohio  University,  class  of  1927,  and  has  studied  at 
Harvard  University  and  the  University  of  Michigan.

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Here  and  There  Among  the  Alumni 


Most  of  Ohio's  governors  have  sent  their 
sons,  if  any,  to  Eastern  schools.  Not  so, 
however,  Allen  Trimble,  eighth  governor 
of  Ohio,  two  of  whose  sons  graduated 
from  Ohio  University.  One  of  these, 
Joseph  McDowell  Trmble,  1828,  came 
to  Ohio  University  at  the  age  of  15  while 
his  father  was  acting  governor  of  the 
state.  After  graduation  he  entered  the 
ministry  and  was  for  31  years  secretary  of 
the  Ohio  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  Later  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Ohio  Wesley- 
an  and  its  financial  agent  for  20  years. 
He  served  as  a  member  of  the  board  of 
Ohio  University,  his  alma  mater, 
from  1860  to  1876.  All  together 
he  received  48  appointments  from 
the  Methodist  Church.  Near  the 
end  of  his  life  it  was  said  of  him : 
"It  IS  very  doubtful  if  there  is  any 
man  living  who  has  performed  <l 
greater  amount  of  ministerial  ser\ 
ice."  The  other  son,  Carey  A. 
Trimble.  graduated  from  Ohm 
University  in  1833  and  entered  the 
field  of  medicine.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  of  the  Cincinnati 
Medical  College  and  later  became  a 
physician  and  prominent  citizen  of 
Chillicothe.  He  was  elected  to 
Congress  in  1857,  serving  two 
terms.  Governor  Trimble  was  a 
"Major-General  of  the  Ohio  Mili- 
tia," and  warred  against  the  French 
and  Indians.  Following  his  desig- 
nation as  acting  governor  by  Gen. 
E.  A.  Brown,  he  appointed  a  com- 
mission on  the  common  schools 
whose  work  established  the  substan- 
tial bases  for  Ohio's  present  public  school 
system.  He  was  elected  to  a  full  term  as 
governor  in  1826. 

Dr.  Thomas  Corwin  Iliff,  '70,  who 
died  in  1918,  entered  the  Civil  'War  at 
the  age  of  15,  marched  with  Sherman  to 
the  sea,  and,  after  being  mustered  out, 
entered  Ohio  University.  His  formal  edu- 
cation completed,  he  entered  the  ministry 
of  the  Methodist  Church  and  was  ap- 
pointed a  missionary.  His  commission 
from  the  bishop  read:  "I  turn  you  loose 
in  the  Rocky  Mountains;  with  the  Miss- 
ouri River  on  the  East,  the  Pacific  Ocean 
on  the  West,  the  British  Possessions  on 
the  North,  and  Mexico  on  the  South,  and 
the  church  expects  you  to  do  something." 
The  story  of  Dr.  IlifT's  work  among  the 
Indians,  frontiersmen,  cowboys,  and  Mor- 
mons fills  many  a  noble  page  in  Methodist 
Church  history.  He  was  for  several  years 
chaplain-in-chief  of  the  G.A.R.  Prior  to 
his  death  he  was  credited  with  having 
served  pastorates  in  Philadelphia  and  Den- 
ver. He  was  president  of  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Alumni  Association  in  1914-15. 
Dr.  Ilifl,  a  native  of  Perry  County,  Ohio, 
was  named  for  Thomas  Corwin,  personal 
friend  of  General  Sherman  and  Thomas 
EwiNG,  1815.  Corwin  became  a  member 
of  Congress,  governor  of  Ohio,  a  U.S. 
senator,  and  a  secretary  of  the  treasury. 
He  is  regarded  as  the  "greatest  orator 
Ohio  has  ever  produced."

Cleveland  papers  recently  praised  the 
public  service  of  Charles  C.  Smith,  '00, 
2-yr.,  who  has  retired  as  superintendent 
of  that  city's  incinerator  after  31  years' 
service.  Mr.  Smith  is  a  brother  of  James 
E.  Smith,  who  retired  last  month  as  chief 
engineer  at  Ohio  University  after  25 
years  in  charge  of  the  University's  heating 
and  light  service.
